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a. The ship tied up at the western section of the north quay* The ship drew 
nineteen feet 6 inches fully loaded and a sounding showed an additional 
6-7 feet of water \mder the keel* The pier is built of stone, and offers 
good mooring possibilities with many pulleys « There are three cranes on 
the pier and several railway tracks* All the tracks are sunk?? in the 
surface of the pier. 

b. The ship loaded grain which was transported in railway cars and was 
brought aboard in “tubs." Both cranes and the ship^s winches were used

c* There are two cranes on the northeast quay. They appeared to be of some- 
what slighter construction than those on the north quay. At the mole 
directly opposite the north quay there is a small tank lay-out.
